The general commandji more rcsnect both 
■ at home and among free n ations abrond than 
almost any other man living. A recent pall 
by the Saturday Review of Literature aho.wed 
that Americans consider him their greatest 
citizen. 

Lawmakers and admlnlatratorB In Wash- 
ington can't help being affected by this fact, 
both OS a general phenomenon and as a per- 
sonal thing touching them, They listen to 
him because he speaks with conviction, with- 
out rancor, and with abiding confidence. 

Bereral able reporters carefully chronicled 
"Ike's" final visit to the capital before his 
European trip. One said it was a "different 
city" because the general had passed ihrou^. 
He brought something fresh and new to a 
place torn by strife and doubt. 

Hli faith In America and the West Is pro- 
found. Those who talk with Elsenhower are 
Infected by it. Yet there's nothing false or 
— {ooltsh~sbout hLr optimism: At root- hts altl~ 
tilde is marked by stern realism. 

He believes we can win out over com- 
munism If It comes to a life and death test. 
Be thinks we can stand the contrast with 
communism but that communism knows it 
can't compete with our way of life. 

Most heartening of all, according to capital 
newsmen, wa* the way "Ike" dealt with the 
damaging rltt on foreign policy that now 
engages so much attention. He simply Ignored 
it. He behaved as If all lawmakers had their 
country's Interest at heart no matter what 
their views. He spoke as a man who had been 
fflYen a tough assignment and Is anxious to 
get on with it, not to get lost In futile bicker- 
ing. 

Elsenhower's known domestic views are 
such that he has geen. generally labeled a 
RepubUc&n. Yet he seems to know when to 
submerge hU personal leanings and to con- 
sider only the nation's Interest — without 

partisanship. 

Congress and the administration know that 
when Elsenhower talks of European defense 
needs and sending troops abroad, he will be 
—spea king , as a sol d ie r , a n d ai-anu-Am erlcan.~ 
It goes without saying that they will listen. 
■They will be Inclbied to heed his advice, too. 
since they reoUze they arent likely to get 
any sounder guidance from any other source.
